Morning  and  Evening  Stars. 

Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  until  October  4th,  then  Evening  Star  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Mars  will  be  Morning  Star  until  January  12th,  then  Evening  Star  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Jupiter  will  be  Evening  Star  until  February  8th,  then  Morning  Star  until  August 
26th,  then  Evening  Star  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Saturn  will  be  Morning  Star  until  May  11th,  then  Evening  Star  until  November 
15th,  then  Morning  Star  the  rest  of  the  year. 


True  Time. — Two  kinds  of  time  are  used  in  Almanacs ;  clock  or  mean-time  in 
some,  and  apparent  or  sun-time  in  others.  Clock-time  is  always  right,  while  sun-time 
varies  every  day.  People  generally  suppose  it  is  twelve  o'clock  when  the  sun  is  due 
south,  or  at  a  properly  made  noon-mark.  But  this  is  a  mistake.  The  sun  is  seldom 
on  the  meridian  at  twelve  o'clock  ;  indeed  this  is  the  case  only  on  four  days  of  the 
year,  namely :  April  15,  June  15,  September  1,  and  December  24.  In  this  Almanac, 
as  in  most  others,  the  time  used  is  clock  or  mean-time. 


Suggestions  for  Visitors  to  Yo- Semite. — It  is  very  natural  to  suppose  that  parties  visiting  the 
Valley  wish  not  only  to  see  the  wonderful  sights  there,  but  eDjoy  themselves.  To  do  this  effectually 
please  observe  the  following  :  Do  not  start  before  the  20th  of  April,  nor  later  than  the  25th  of 
October.  Let  your  company  consist  of  persons  with  similar  tastes  and  dispositions .  Leave  care  and 
complainers  behind .  Ladies  should  adopt — for  this  occasion — the  Bloomer  costume,  and  not  take  many 
"changes;"  a  good  linen  riding  dress,  and  strong  boots,  are  desirable.  Gentlemen  should  take  one 
change  of  clothing  and  two  of  under-clothing,  but  the  amount  should  be  regulated  by  the  length  of 
their  intended  stay .  Saddle-bags  are  best  for  packing  in .  Do  not  start  unless  you  can  spend  at  least  a 
week  in  the  Valley — a  whole  summer  would  be  better.  One  word  more  :  Do  not  expect  hotel  accom- 
modations equal  to  those  of  the  Cosmopolitan,  or  Lick  House,  or  Occidental,  but  go  straight  to 
1 '  Hutchings,"  and  he  will  do  his  best  to  make  your  stay  comfortable,  and  your  visit  a  pleasure  trip .

From  hero  there  are  four  main 
routes:  via  Big  Oak  Flat,  Coulter - 
ville,  Bear  Valley,  and  Mariposa. 
That  by  Big  Oak  Flat  is  the  shortest 
and  affords  a  view  of  the  Golden 
Rock  Water  Co.'s  flume,  264  feet 
high  and  2,200  feet  long.  That  via 
Coulterville  can  be  traveled  the 
earliest  in  the  season,  and  has  the 
beautifully  unique  "  Bower  Cave" 
on  the  way.  That  by  Bear  Valley 
and  Mariposa  affords  the  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  tho  Mariposa 
Grove  of  Big  Trees,  and  gives  the 
best  general  view  of  the  Valley. 
There  is  yet  another  route,  indi- 
rectly— that  via  Copperopolis  to  the 
Calaveras  Big  Tree  Grove.  Going 
via  Big  Oak  Flat,  you  change  stages 
at  Chinese  Camp;  via  Coulterville, 
change  at  Crimea  House.

The  Yo-Semite  Valley  is  about 
150  miles  south  of  east  from  San 
Francisco.  It  is  about  7  miles  long 
by  from  \  mile  to  1  mile  in  width. 
There  is  about  50  feet  fall  from  one 
end  of  the  Valley  to  the  other.  It 
is  about  4,060  feet  above  the  sea. 
The  main  Merced  river — 70  feet 
wide — runs  through  it.  Its  general 
course  is  northeasterly  and  south- 
westerly. In  many  places  the  granite 
walls  of  the  valley  are  nearly  verti- 
cal, and  will  average  about  3,500 
feet  in  hight.  Numerous  kinds  of 
deciduous  and  evergreen  trees  and 
shrubs  are  abundant.  Ferns,  flow- 
ers, and  grasses  grow  in  almost  end- 
less variety.  The  water  of  the 
river  is  very  clear  and  pure.  Trout 
are  in  reasonable  abundance — al- 
though in  the  art  of  "  taking  "  them 
the  Indians  seem  to  excel. 

From  the  head  of  the  valley  to  the 
foot  of  the  Vernal  Fall — about  two 
miles — the  ascent  is  about  2,000 
feet.  To  the  top  of  the  Vernal  Fall, 
350  feet.  From  top  of  Vernal  Fall 
to  foot  of  the  Nevada  Fall — about 
one-half  mile — the  ascent  is  250  feet. 
To  top  of  Nevada  Fall,  700  feet. 
The  "Cap  of  Liberty"  (formerly 
called  Bellows  Butte,  Gwin  Peak, 
Mt.  Broderick,  Mt.  Francis,  etc.,  etc.) 
is  about  2,000  feet  above  the  foot, 
and  at  the  north  side  of  the  Nevada 
Fall.

[From  JButman's  Celebrated  Picture.] 

Every  traveler  by  sea  to  Oregon  can  see  the  lofty  top  of  this  perpetually  snow-clad  peak,  flashing 
it*  frozen  sheen  over  the  densely  timbered  ridges  of  the  Coast  Range,  for  nearly  two  hundred  miles. 
It  is.  besides,  one  of  the  great  landmarks  inland.  The  view  above  was  taken  from  the  banks  of  the 
Columbia  River,  some  thirty  miles  distant,  and  is  one  of  Butman's  happiest  efforts. 

On  its  northern  side  it  is  nearly  vertical  for  seven  thousand  feet;  there  the  snows  of  winter 
accumulate  until  they  reach  the  very  summit;  but,  when  the  summer  thaw  commences,  all  this  vast 
body  of  snow  becomes  disintegrated  at  once,  and,  in  a  sweeping  avalanche,  carrying  all  before  it, 
buries  itself  in  the  deep  furrows  at  its  base,  and  leaves  the  precipice  bare. 

In  August  last,  Professor  Wood  (the  eminent  botanist),  and  others,  made  the  difficult  and 
dangerous  ascent  From  his  description  we  give  the  following:  ' '  The  long  summer  heat  had  under- 
mined the  snows,  and  the  slides  had  opened  chasms  of  invisible  depths  across  our  path.  We  looked 
down  into  several  of  these  chasms  and  saw  that  the  massive  walls  below  consisted  of  solid,  blue  ice, 
and  terminated  at  length  in  the  blackness  of  darkness.  We  could  hear  the  noise  of  running  water, 
apparently  iD  torrents.  One  of  these  chasms  was  unavoidable,  and  must  be  crossed.  Its  transverse 
length  was  nearly  a  mile,  and  its  width  from  ten  to  one  hundred  feet.  By  the  aid  of  a  rope  and  poles 
we  crossed  (of  course  at  the  narrowest  place),  and  afterward,  by  rope  and  poles,  tugging,  panting, 
dizzy,  we  dragged  ourselves  up  to  the  terrific  crest  of  this  mountain  monarch.  The  summit  area  is  of 
very  limited  dimensions— a  crescent  in  shape,  half  a  mile  in  length,  and  from  three  to  fifty  feet  in 
width.  A  canon  of  enormous  depth  plunged  down  along  the  southeast  flank,  and  is  filled  in  part  by  a 
glacier,  evidently  in  motion,  an  1  having  below  a  very  abrupt  termination.  Terminal  and  lateral 
moraines  mark  its  course,  and  a  torrent  of  water  issues  from  beneath.  While  we  delayed  here,  an 
avalanche  of  rocks,  an  immense  mass,  started  by  the  wind,  thundered  down  the  left  wall  of  this  canon 
several  thousand  feet,  and  its  track  was.  marked  by  a  trail  of  white  smoke.  On  the  west  side  of  the 
ancient  crater,  at  the  base  of  a  vast  craggy  pinnacle  of  rocks  (a  portion  of  the  ancient  rim  of  the 
crater),  is  still  an  open  abyss,  whence  issue  constantly  volumes  of  a  strong  sulphurous  smoke." 

Finding  the  barometers  useless  in  taking  hights  at  so  great  an  altitude,  Professor  Wood  had  to 
rely  on  his  thermometers,  with  the  following  result:  At  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range,  and  foot  of 
Mount  Hood  proper,  4,400  feet;  at  the  limit  of  forest  trees,  about  9,000  feet;  at  the  highest  limit  of 
vegetation,  11,000  feet;  at  the  summit  of  the  mountain,  17,600  feet.

The  Central  Pacific  Railroad.— This  dream  of  the  past  is  fast  becoming  a  reality  of  the  present. 
The  earnest  aspirations  of  friends  from  the  Orient  to  the  Occident  are  crystalizing  into  facts.  That 
semi-prophetic  shaking  of  the  head,  in  days  gone  by,  whose  language  seemed  to  say  ' '  No,  not  in  our 
day — not  in  our  day,"  is  becoming  obsolete  and  a  fiction.  Already,  the  iron  hors 3  has  swept  out 
from  his  metal-tracked  stable  in  Sacramento,  and  defiantly  driving  his  steaming  breath  through  his 
fiery  nostrils,  has  dashed  across  the  prairie,  rushed  among  the  foot-hills,  and  is  rapidly  climbing  to 
the  very  summit  of  the  Sierra Nevadas  themselves.

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THE    ALTA    CALIFORNIA    NEWSPAPER. 

The  Alta  California  newspaper  was  established  and  the  first  number  issued  on  the  4th  of  January, 
1849.  Although  nominally  then  a  new  paper,  it  was  really  only  a  continuation  under  a  new  name  of 
the  Star  and  Californian,  which  had  been  previously  issued  from  the  same  office.  The  Star  was 
established  on  the  7th  of  January,  1847,  in  the  village  of  Yerba  Buena,  and  the  Californian  was 
started  at  Monterey  on  the  15th  of  August,  1846,  but  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  May,  1847.  The  Star 
and  Californian  were  published  as  rival  weekly  papers  until  the  gold  fever  rose  in  the  summer  of 
1848,  and  then  both  suspended  publication.  In  September,  the  Californian  started  again,  and  on 
the  18th  of  November  the  two  papers  were  consolidated  as  the  Star  and  Californian,  which  changed 
into  the  Alta  California.  The  paper  was  established  with  its  present  name  before  the  State  was 
admitted,  and  even  before  the  Constitution  was  framed.  The  Alta  is  thoroughly  a  pioneer,  and  it  is 
the  only  journal  on  the  Coast  that  can  claim  that  honor.  Although  the  name  was  twice  changed,  it 
is  the  same  paper  established  on  the  7th  of  January,  1847 — nearly  twenty  years  ago — before  the 
discovery  of  gold,  before  California  was  recognized  as  finally  American,  before  even  the  majority  of 
those  who  were  to  be  Pioneers  expected  to  see  the  Pacific  Coast  or  its  basin.  It  has  witnessed  the 
growth  of  our  city,  and  there  is,  we  believe,  only  one  house  within  two  miles  of  the  City  Hall  older 
than  the  Alta,  and  not  two  dozen  families  have  been  established  here  so  long  as  this  paper.  The 
Alta  prospered  with  the  growth  of  the  city,  and  soon  became  the  leading  representative  of  public 
opinion.  On  the  22d  of  January,  1850,  it  was  changed  to  a  daily,  and  was  the  first  daily  on  the 
Coast.  On  the  4th  of  July  of  the  same  year  it  was  printed  on  the  first  steam  press  used  in  California. 
Ever  since  it  became  a  daily  paper  it  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  the 
Union.  In  the  amount  of  its  reading  matter,  in  the  fullness  and  accuracy  of  its  local  news,  in  the 
variety  of  its  foreign  and  domestic  correspondence,  in  the  abundance  of  its  telegraphic  despatches,  in 
the  careful  editorial  exposition  of  important  news,  and  in  the  zealous  advocacy  of  all  movements  of 
charity,  patriotism,  or  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the  city,  State,  or  Nation,  the  Alta  has 
been  distinguished.  Since  the  2d  of  December,  1856,  the  paper  has  been  owned  by  its  present 
proprietors,  Messrs.  Frederick  MacCrellish  and  Wm.  A.  Woodward.  In  October  last  the  office  of  the 
Alta  was  moved  to  No.  529  California  street,  to  a  building  owned  by  the  proprietors  of  the  paper,  and 
used  exclusively  as  a  printing  house.  This  building  is  twenty-five  feet  front  by  ninety-five  feet  in 
depth,  and  four  stories  in  height,  including  the  basement,  or  press-room  .  All  the  ceilings  are  high, 
ranging  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet,  giving  both  light  and  ventilation.  The  basement,  or  press-room, 
is  paved  with  hard  bricks,  laid  in  cement,  and  the  massive  frame  foundations  of  the  presses  are  built 
in  with  the  same  material,  bolted  together  with  iron  bars  an  inch  thick.  The  ground  floor  is  occupied 
as  a  Publication  Office  and  Editorial  Rooms  ;  the  entire  second  floor  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  Alta 
Job  Printing  Office,  and  the  third  floor  as  the  Coniposing-Room  of  the  Alta  newspaper. 

California  street,  on  which  the  new  building  is  situated,  is  fast  becoming  the  Wall  street  of  San 
Francisco.  Many  of  the  monetary  institutions  of  the  coast  are  already  located  in  the  block  between 
Montgomery  and  Sansome  streets,  and  others  are  preparing  to  move  there.  Among  those  at  present 
doing  business  on  California  street,  are  the  banking  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. ,  Pacific  Bank,  (both 
on  corners  of  Montgomery  street,)  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia,  Bank  of  British  North  America, 
Luning  &  Co.,  bankers,  British  and  California  Banking  Company,  and  the  following  insurance 
companies;  Pacific,  Union,  California  Home,  Occidental,  Merchants'  Mutual,  Imperial  Fire  and  Life 
of  London,  North  British  and  Mercantile;  California  Lloyds,  iEtna  (Eastern),  British  and  Foreign 
Marine,  Continental  (N.  Y.),  New  York  Life  (N.  Y.),  North  American,  Northern  Assurance  Fire  and 
Life,  Pacific  Mutual,  Imperial  Fire  and  Life.  In  addition,  the  Bank  of  California  is  putting  up  a 
magnificent  cut-stone  building  at  the  corner  of  Sansome  and  California  streets,  and  on  the  opposite 
corner  the  Firemen's  Fund  Insurance  Company  are  erecting  a  large  and  spacious  building.  The 
California  Building  and  Loan  Society,  and  San  Francisco  Savings  Union  are  also  on  this  street.  The 
new  Merchants'  Exchange,  which  promises  to  be  a  massive  and  splendid  structure,  is  now  building 
just  below  Montgomery  street.

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Native  Californiau  Amusement— "  Catching  the  Rooster." 

This  was  one  of  the  most  popular  and  exciting  of  pastimes  among  native  Californians.  The  body 
of  a  rooster  was  buried  in  the  earth,  and  nothing  but  the  head  visible  The  contestant,  mounted, 
stood  ready  for  the  6ignal,  some  sixty  yards  off,  when  he  gave  the  horse  the  spur,  and  dashing  off  at 
full  speed  swooped  dexterously  down  to  take  hold  of  the  bird's  head,  and  if  successful,  took  the  prize. 
It  not  unfrequently  happened  that  aspiring  novices  measured  their  length  on  the  ground,  much  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  bystanders.  Frequently,  however,  the  rooster  was  taken  out,  and  even  half 
dollars  picked  up,  with  the  animal  at  full  speed. 


More  Amusements  Needed. — A  Frenchman  who  lived  in  Philadelphia,  and 
returned  to  France,  wrote  back  as  follows  :  "  Cheap  social  pleasures !

You  cannot  import  them  ;  the  Germans  and  others  have 
tried  it,  and  they  have  only  got  a  bad  mixture  of  low  English  grog-shops  and  bad 
French  cafes.  They  must  develop  themselves  naturally,  in  accordance  with  the 
climate  and  other  general  influences  which  act  upon  your  population.  You  have 
shown  your  capacity  in  this  direction  in  street  railroads,  omnibuses,  and  a  few  of 
your  watering  places  and  summer  resorts.  Their  cheapness  and  adaptation  to  public 
use  are  pre-eminent.  Do  the  same  thing  in  your  theaters,  your  '  hops,'  as  you  call 
your  dances,  and  at  your  picnics,  and  the  like.  First  of  all,  however,  your  churches 
must  take  a  more  cheerful  view  of  life,  and  cease  their  war  upon  human  nature. 
Our  French  Bible  translates  Paul's  speech  to  the  Athenians  better  than  the  English 
and  German  ;  it  makes  him  say  :  '  1  find  you  altogether  too  devout '  (not  '  supersti- 
tious,' as  it  is  in  the  other  Bibles).  I  make  the  same  objection  to  your  church  people, 
and  I  may  say  of  your  morality  what  Pope  said  of  stoicism  :   "  'Tis  fixed  as  in  a  frost." 

Cultivated  Women. — Sheridan  said,  beautifully :  "  Women  govern  us  ;  let  us 
render  them  perfect ;  the  more  they  are  enlightened,  so  much  the  more  shall  we  be.

Railroad  Traveling. — The  statistics  on  this  subject  prove  that  this  mode  of 
traveling  is  much  safer  than  the  old  modes.  Thus,  in  the  French  post  system  there 
were  nearly  seven  times  as  many  deaths  as  in  an  equal  number  of  miles  by  railroad. 
Yet  the  number  of  accidents  is  inexcusably  great,  especially  in  the  United  States. 
The  summary  of  several  years  shows : 

In  Prussia,  killed  or  wounded,  1  passenger  in 1,294,070 

In  Belgium,  killed  or  wounded,  1  passenger  in 1,611,237 

In  France,  killed  or  wounded,  1  passenger  in 375,092 

In  England,  killed  or  wounded.  1  passenger  in 311,344 

In  United  States,  killed  or  wounded,  1  passenger  in 188,459 

Thus  railroad  traveling  is  more  than  six  times  as  dangerous  here  as  in  Prussia, 
probably  because  the  responsibility  here  exacted  is  less  in  nearly  that  proportion. 


Antidotes  to  Poison. 

Remedies  where  Poisons  have  been  acci-  \ 

dentally  taken,  to  be  applied  as  soon  as 

possible,    without  the.   delay  caused  by 

waiting  for  a  Physician. 

For  any  mineral  acid,  or  acetic  acid, 
or  oxalic  acid. — Chalk  or  whiting,  washed 
down  with  water — magnesia  and  water — 
soap  and  water — followed  by  milk  and 
white  of  eggs,  with  water. 

For  alkaline  poisons.  —  Vinegar  and 
water,  and  olive  oil. 

For  arsenic. — 1st,  Emetics.  A  simple 
emetic,  in  absence  of  other,  is  tickling 
the  throat  with  a  feather,  and  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  mustard  in  a  glass  of  water; 
while  voiding  the  stomach  by  this 
means  administer  milk  gruel  or  barley 
water  in  large  quantities. 

For  Corrosive  Sublimate.  —  White  of 
eggs  and  water,  milk,  or  infusion  of  nut 
galls. 

Sulphate  copper,  or  any  coppery  poison. 
— Sugar  and  water,  or  syrup  and  water, 
freely  ;  white  of  eggs  and  wrater.  N.  B. 
A  whole  family  poisoned  with  verdigis 
were  saved  by  the  presence  of  mind  of  a 
farm  servant,  in  Sacramento  county  ;  he 
continued    to    provoke    vomiting    with 


alternate  drinks  of  syrup  and  water  for 
three  hours  ;  when  the  physician  arrived 
he  pronounced  them  saved. 

For  opium  or  laudanum.  —  Emetics, 
strong  coffee,  dashing  cold  water  in  face, 
forced  exercise  to  prevent  stupor. 

Strichnia,  or  vegetable  alkalies. — Infu- 
sion of  nut  galls. 

For  antimonial  poisons. — Warm  milk 
gruel,  barley  water,  infusion  of  galls. 

For  snake,  tarantula,  or  scorpion  bites. 
— At  once  tie  a  ligature  very  tightly 
above  the  wound,  or  pour  on  a  few  drops 
of  tincture  of  cantharides ;  with  the 
blister  which  this  will  raise  will  come 
away  the  sting,  if  any  remain  in  the 
wound.  In  all  cases  of  snake  bites  the 
free  use  of  alcoholic  drinks — from  a  wine- 
glass to  a  small  tumblerfull  of  brandy  or 
whisky — to  be  given  three  times  in  from 
fifteen  to  thirty  minutes,  and  every  half 
hour  after  till  at  any  rate  a  bottle  full  is 
taken.  In  the  cases  of  persons  accus- 
tomed to  drink  freely  of  ardent  doses, 
the  drinks  must  be  continued  much 
longer — the  comic  philosophy  of  which 
is  that  the  whisky  is  the  stronger  poison 
of  the  two,  and  prevents  the  other  work 
ing  until  its  poison  is  exhausted.
